Facts and F igures R eg ard in g 
Work and Output the P ast 
Seaso n . 


T he Eagle is indebted to Mr. 
John B. H ines for the interesting 
facts given below regarding the 
work and output of the B ryan Cot­ 
ton Seed Oil M ill the past season, 
covering a period of seven and one- 
h a lf m onths. 
The m ill received 8500 tons of 
cotton seed, including 160 carloads 
from other points; made and ship 
ped about 50 railroad tanks of cot 
ton seed oil, approxim ately 300,000 
gallons; shipped 350 bales of lint; 
made 3200 tons of cottonseed meal 
and cake; made 3500 tons of h ulls, 
and fed 2100 beef steers. 
There was consumed during the 
season about tw elve cords o f wood 
per day and an average of lifty 
m en were em ployed, m aking a pay 
roll for salaries, including seed 
m en, and for labor of som ething 
lik e $1700 lier month. 
The m ill w ill undergo necessary 
repairs this summ er and be readvI 
for business again next season. 
The above figures indicate the 
m agnitude of this enterprise and 
the am ount of m oney it annually 
puts in circulation in the com m u­ 
n ity .

San Francisco, May 12.—The defenses 
of this harbor are rapidly being strength­ 
ened. 
The work under way now is the 
m ounting of the second battery of 16 
m ortars on the bluffs above and back of 
old Fort W infield Scott.

huge pieces of ordnance are already in 
position and the others are being m ount­ 
ed by men from the Third artillery. 
These m ortars are considerably larger 
and more destructive than the battery 
of 16 th a t was mounted about three 
years ago.

Chicago, May 12. 
Since assuming 
command of the depart lieut of the 
lakes. Major General Thomas M. Ander­ 
son. has given much thought to the re­ 
organization of the regular arm y and 
incidentally to the future of the national 
guard 
The result of this study, based 
aa it in upon his experience as command­ 
ing general of the first American expe­ 
dition to the Philippines, which com­ 
prised reg!Gars and 
volunteers, leads 
him to the conclusion th at the internal 
m ilitary organization of the United 
States should be more thorough than it 
ha* ever been. 
W ithout expressing his 
personal views on the political issues 
which have arisen since the war with 
Spain, the general talked 
decidedly 
about the country's m ilitary organiza­ 
tion and the future policy which be 
thought should Fie carried out to meet 
the requirem ents of growing emergen­ 
cies. 
He said: 
‘‘The reorganization of the stand­ 
ing 
ar*ny will 
all 
depend 
upon 
w hat action the next congress takes on 
the president’s suggestions. 
It rem ains 
for existing conditions and the policy 
of the American people w ith reference 
to colonial 
possessions to 
give the 
grounds upon which to base future mil­ 
itary legislation. 
Yet I do not believe 
th at the w ar with Spain has opened the 
eyes of the people to the fact th at the 
strength of the standing arm y as it was 
constipated at the outbreak of the war 
is not sufficient to meet the requirem ents 
of the country HS it has developed and 
and progressed internally since the civil 
vr tr. 
"My experience in the Philippinee was 
th at the volunteers were a brave, p atri­ 
otic hmly well officered aa to compa­ 
nies. but carrying insufficient held staffs. 
Company ofti'vrs were good drillm asters 
and w illing under all circumstances to 
perform the most arduous and danger­ 
ous undertakings. But the difficulty lay 
w ith the field officers who co m m an d ed 
because governor* of states through po­ 
litical influences gave the authority to 
0 mini and. 
This method gave to many 
inferior m ilitary men authority and the 
result was a certain am ount of demoral­ 
ization among the men. 
"I am still a firm believer in the worth 
of the system which England establish­ 
ed many years ago to bring the m ilitia 
into close harmony w ith the standing 
arm y of th at empire- the system of 
linking regiments. 
In 1872 I advocated 
this system for our volunteer army, and 
although it was not adopted in the war 
with Spain, has dem onstrated th at it 
deserves to be introdnced and m aintain­ 
ed a* a national safeguard. 
This sys­ 
tem is simple enough. 
It places the na­ 
tional guard and the regular arm y on 
equal footing so far as m ilitary educa­ 
tion goes, giving the m ilitary the benefit 
of the regular arm y and drills and m ili­ 
tary instruction on the field for certain 
periods each year, and giving the regu­ 
lar troops the advantage of the excellent 
companionship which the national guard 
companies furnish. 
By thin commingling of 
the two 
branches of the service once a year in 
the field, volunteer officers would have 
an opportunity to learn im portant du­ 
ties of w ar from the regular officers and 
the soldiers would be gainers thereby. 
Then should actual w ar require service i 
in the face of the enemy the national . 
guard wonld be mole efficiently officered 
and feel as a body more capable to per- I 
form its auxiliary duty w ith the regu- | 
lar arm y to the country. 
The linking 
system has proved wonders for the mil­ 
itarism of England. 
In this eouutry it 
would give a better standing to the reg­ 
ular arm y and at the same tim e devolop 
actual fighting strength of the volun­ 
teers, ”
